Then  it  is  thrown  aside  and  completely  forgotten. 

Students,  do  you  know  the  Herculean  task  that  the  editor 
and  his  assistants  have  to  pass  through  before  the  appearance 
of  each  issue?  To  make  a  long  story  short  the  real  cause  of 
all  the  trouble  is  that  the  school  does  not  back  up  the  paper 
in  the  way  it  should.  Only  a  few  really  care  enough  to  submit 
material  for  our  censorship.  The  rest  of  the  school  are  no 
more  interested  in  the  "Pod"  except  to  read  its  contents,  than 
they  are  in  the  present  rebellion  in  China.  It  has  now  grown 
to  be  a  very  serious  matter,  more  serious  than  you  imagine, 
and  promises  to  be  one  of  the  great  issues  that  will  confront 
the  editor  and  his  staff  the  next  term. 

It  is  with  much  regret  that  we  can  truthfully  say  that  it 
seems  that  the  entire  school  is  interested  in  other  activities, 
and  that  the  literary  standard  in  this  school  has  fallen  almost 
into  decay.  Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  school  have  af- 
fairs come  to  this  climax.  W e  have  had  victorious  football, 
track,  and  baseball  teams  and  at  the  same  time  the  school  has 
kept  up  its  literary  standard.

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The  Associated  Student  Body  of  Berkeley  High  School,  the 
largest  organization  in  the  school,  has  just  passed  through 
an  eventful  term.  As  it  is  better  to  look  upon  the  bright  side 
of  tilings,  let  us  consider  what  pleasant  things  our  teams  have 
done  in  this  past  term.  First,  comes  the  long  string  of  vic- 
tories of  the  football  team  and  the  championship  of  Northern 
California  brought  to  this  school.

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This  year  the  Forum  has  been  surprisingly  successful, 
although  there  were  many  handicaps.  Last  term  all  of  the 
fellows  who  had  been  the  mainstays  and  backbone  of  the 
Forum  graduated,  leaving  no  member  in  the  Forum  who  had 
been  there  a  year  and  a  half.  Such  a  situation  will  probably 
never  occur  again  as  we  obtain  every  year  new  members 
from  the  grammar  schools.

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As  Guests  of  Congressman  Knowland 

Monday  afternoon,  November  20,  the  students  of  the  Ber- 
keley High  School  left  New  York  City  at  i  :2o  P.  M.,  on  one 
of  the  government  steamers  as  the  guests  of  Congressman 
Knowland  of  California.  The  weather  was  quite  smooth 
according- to  some,  but  many  of  us  were  confined  to  their 
beds  (I  mean  staterooms)  until  we  reached  the  quiet  waters 
of  the  Caribbean  Sea.  Landing  at  'Colon  we  were  surprised 
to  find  howe  Americanized  the  city  is.  The  streets  are 
paved  in  the  latest  approved  fashion,  and  the  sanitation  was 
the  best  that  our  government  could  devise.  Then  we  entered 
a  private  car  for  our  ride  across  the  isthmus.  On  the  way 
we  were  shown  many  maps  of  the  surrounding  country  so 
that  we  might  have  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the  land  through 
which  we  were  to  travel. 

W e  first  came  to  the  famous  Gatun  locks,  three  in  num- 
ber, each  over  one  thousand  feet  in  length  with  enormous 
steel  gates  to  keep  back  the  flow  of  water,  and  we  were  told 
that  they  were  eighty-five  per  cent  completed.  Next  we  crossed 
a  great  stretch  of  lake  regions  through  which  a  channel  is  to 
be  dug  for  the  ships  to  pass  through.  All  along  the  route  the 
scene  that  met  our  eyes  was  one  which  we  were  not  likely 
to  forget.  Thousands  of  laborers  worked  beneath  the  swelter- 
ing sun ;  steam  shovels  tore  down  the  banks  as  a  child  does 
a  sand  hill  when  he  becomes  tired;  networks  of  tracks  stretch- 
ed along  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  cut ;  engines  were  busily 
engaged  in  hauling  away  trains  filled  with  the  debris  and 
others  were  in  line  waiting  to  take  their  places.  How  the  dirt 
did  fly  !    It  was  everywhere, — on  our  clothes,  on  the  seats,  in 
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the  air  obscuring  the  light  of  the  sun.  Suddenly  the  train 
stopped;  a  dull  boom  sounded  and  the  earth  shook  and  rocked; 
we  looked  at  each  other  expecting  it  was  an  earthquake,  but 
no,  it  was  only  a  blast  of  dynamite  ahead  of  us.  On  and  on 
we  went  each  turn  of  the  road  displaying  a  new  panorama 
that  filled  us  with  a  sense  of  fear,  and  it  was  with  bated 
breath  that  we  watched  this  gigantic  undertaking  of  man. 
The  best  sight,  however,  was  the  American  flag  waving  under 
the  hot,  sweltering  sun,  and  we  felt  like  cheering  right  then 
and  there,  for  we  were  Americans,  and  our  own  Uncle  Sam 
was  doing  this  colossal  piece  of  work. 

Now  we  are  in  the  Culebra  cut.  Here  the  country  is  very 
mountainous,  for  in  this  place  the  great  mountain  ranges  of 
North  and  South  America  come  together  and  form  a  single 
range  of  only  nine  miles  in,  width.  We  were  told  that  this  was 
the  hardest  ploblem  that  confronted  our  engineers,  and  that  the 
only  solution  was  to  cut  right  through  the  range.  This 
is  what  they  were  doing.  Here  the  canal  will  be  three  hun- 
dred feet  in  width.  On  both  sides  the  almost  perpendicular 
hills  reaching  to  the  height  of  five  hundred  feet,  will  rise,  re- 
minding one  of  the  fiords  of  Norway  and  Sweden. 

After  passing  through  this  cut  we  came  to  the  Pedro 
Miguel  locks  which  let  us  down  to  sea  level  once  more,  for  we 
had  been  eighty-five  feet  above  sea  level  for  over  half  our 
journey.  Now  we  entered  the  City  of  Panama.  Here  we  saw 
what  the  American  government  has  done  for  its  employees. 
Dormitories  for  the  laborers,  clubs,  a  cold  storage  plant,  a 
bakery,  schools,  and  many  other  buildings  have  been  built  by 
our  government;  even  light,  water,  and  rent  have  been  fur- 
nished free  of  charge.  Many  of  us  were  contemplating  stay- 
ing here,  when  suddenly  the  lights  were  turned  on  ;  the  doors 
opened,  and  we  found  out  that  we  were  not  in  Panama,  but 
in  our  Assembly  Hall  listening  to  an  illustrated  lecture  on  the 
Panama  Canal.  After  a  vigorous  applause  which  thoroughly 
awakened  our  senses,  we  were  asked  to  go  to  our  eighth  period 
classes.    We  went  slowly  and  reluctantly. 
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An  unscheduled  game  took  place  between  the  Philo  Club 
and  the  Cobra  Club,  Saturday,  December  9,  at  Bushrod  Park. 
After  a  closely  contested  game  the  Philo  Club  won  by  the  score 
of  3  to  o,  Steve  Corgiat  making  the  try.  You  will  perhaps  be 
interested  to  know  who  the  players  were,  so  just  take  a  glance 
at  the  following  line-up  and  then  close  your  eyes  tight  and 
imagine  some  of  them  playing  Rugby : 

The  game  was  very  rough.  Vergon  got  his  knees  scratched, 
Elam  tore  his  sweater,  Stern  received  a  misdirected  kick  on 
his  head,  and  Cooke  felt  kind  of  strange  for  he  had  been  used 
to  playing  before  the  girls.  Tavo  ambulances,  four  doctors, 
ten  trained  nurses  awaited  on  the  side-lines,  but  much  to  their 
regret  their  services  were  uncalled  for.  Austin  and  Forbes 
gave  satisfaction  ( ?)  in  their  decisions.

The  girls'  basketball  team  defeated  the  girls  from  Oakland 
High  in  excellent  fashion  by  a  score  of  25  to  16.  Berkeley 
has  a  snappy  team  and  promises  a  record-breaking  string  of 
victories  in  the  future. 
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"What  kind  of  a  team  are  we  going  to  have  this  fall?"  was 
the  question  of  many  students  during  the  first  few  days  of 
school.  Their  inquiries  were  answered  when  the  first  practice 
was  called.  Eleven  veterans  of  last  year's  team  were  out  and 
a  large  squad  of  unknown  material  stood  awkwardly  around 
hardly  knowing  what  to  do.  After  a  few  nights  of  weeding  out 
it  was  discovered  that  among  the  new  material  was  Stew  Forbes 
who  could  boot  the  ball  farther  than  any  man  on  the  team ; 
that  Norman  Slater  would  fill  Hunt's  place  at  wing-forward ; 
that  Bond  was  a  good  hooker ;  that  Hoff  was  a  fast  man  at 
wing;  that  Ted  Rice,  the  Arizona  "queener,"  could  play  Rugby 
as  well  as  the  old  game ;  and,  best  of  all,  that  Von  Man- 
derscheid  would  again  coach  the  team,  and  "Mother"  Lowell 
would  smooth  things  over  between  the  faculty  and  the  de- 
linquent members  of  the  team.

the  old  teams  that  always  brought  the  "bacon  home"  to  Ber- 
keley. Why  was  this  team  so  successful  ?  There  are  two  an- 
swers,— first,  the  coaching  of  Von  Manderscheid,  with  his 
personal  interest  in  the  team  as  individuals,  his  generosity 
shown  in  the  theatre  parties,  the  banquets  and  out  of  town 
trips  for  the  team ;  second,  the  eagerness  of  every  man  on 
the  team  to  please  "Von." 

The  team  as  individuals  was  composed  of  many  star  play- 
ers, but  it  as  not  so  much  of  the  work  of  these  few  men  that 
gained  us  a  reputation  throughout  the  state,  but  the  united 
effort  of  every  man  on  the  team  to  make  team  work  count  the 
most.  The  success  of  this  year's  team  is  mainly  due  to  the 
men  on  the  second  team  who  were  out  every  night  to  give  the 
first  team  plenty  of  practice.  These  men  have  certainly  shown 
their  fine  school  spirit  in  this  way  and  the  school  owes  them  a 
vote  of  thanks.  They  are  "Kenny"  Hayes,  who  was  always 
ready  to  go  into  the  game ;  Dick  Partsch,  who  had  several 
opportunities  to  play  wing ;  Reimers  and  Johnson,  who  proved 
to  be  excellent  substitutes  for  the  scrum;  "Spider"  Haynes 
and  Ralph  Vilas,  who  were  the  eleventh  hour  surprises  of  the 
season,  and  many  others  who  should  make  good  next  year. 
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Berkeley  vs.  Palo  Alto,  November  25,  191 1. 

This  game  was  the  hardest  game  of  all  our  long  season. 
The  Palo  Alto  team  was  a  well  balanced  aggregation,  but  our 
stone  wall  defense  was  too  much  for  them.  Our  line  was  more 
than  once  threatened,  but  every  time  our  team  rallied  under 
the  shadow  of  our  goal  posts  and  rushed  the  ball  into  neutral 
territory.  Our  only  score  was  made  late  in  the  second  half 
after  a  series  of  free  kicks  and  dribbling  rushes  had  carried 
the  ball  down  the  field,  and  Mick  carried  it  over  only  to  be 
called  back.  From  a  lineout  Slater  slipped  one  over  on  their 
forwards  by  throwing  the  ball  out  to  our  backs,  and  Rice 
hurried  over  with  the  try.  Revenge  was  certainly  sweet, 
for  it  was  Palo  Alto  who  defeated  us  last  year  and  kept  us 
from  the  southern  trip. 
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Berkeley  vs.  Los  Angeles,  November  30,  191 1. 

With  a  rousing  send-oft  the  team  left  on  the  Owl  for  Los 
Angeles  to  meet  the  high  school  of  that  city  for  the  state's 
championship,  and  after  one  of  the  most  fiercely  contested 
games  ever  seen  in  the  south,  our  team  lost  by  a  score  of  6 
to  5.  We  had  the  best  of  the  fight,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the 
favoritism  of  Referee  Mitchell,  the  state's  championship  would 
have  been  won  by  Berkeley  High. 

The  long  trip,  difficulty  in  sleeping  on  the  train,  a 
strange  field,  and  the  heat  are  things  that  often  cause 
the  slump  of  a  team  while  away  from  home,  but  in 
spite  of  these  things  which  our  team  overcame  by  her- 
culean efforts,  the  real  cause  of  the  loss  of  the  game  was 
the  questionable  decisions  of  the  referee.  In  the  first  half  his 
decisions  were  unquestionable  and  Mick  Forbes  crossed  the 
line  for  a  try  and  kicked  the  goal.  It  was  a  clean  try  so  he 
could  not  attempt  to  dispute  it.  During  this  game  he  awarded 
Berkeley  two  free  kicks,  but  both  were  missed.  During  the 
interval  the  referee  went  into  the  Los  Angeles  training  hou.se 
and  is  said  to  have  coached  their  team.

Time  and  again  he  gave 
Berkeley  an  unfair  deal  in  every  one  of  his  decisions.  When 
Captain  Hardy  demanded  reason  for  this  he  cleverly  got 
around  it  by  replying  that  the  referee  does  not  have  to  give 
a  reason  when  he  calls  a  foul  or  gives  a  free  kick. 

About  the  last  ten  minutes  of  play  our  team,  realizing  the 
deal  they  were  getting,  fought  all  the  harder,  and  literally 
crushed  the  Los  Angeles  team  to  pieces.
